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THE GOSPEL OF ST. JOHN 

St. John : who was he f ' The disciple whom Jesus loved ' 
gives us the account of his own conversion to Christ, m 
ihe simplicity of which may hide from us »t first reading their 
mighty importance (John i. 35-42). For what is the special 
s^iticance of this short narrative ? Only that it is the begin- 
ning of Christianity. These two men were Che first disciples of 
the Saviour, and one of them next day added another in the 
person of bis hrother Simon. The unnamed one is, we cannot 
doubt, St. John himself. Befcre the chapter closes we have two 
mote. It is a narrative of such deep interest, not oolyas telling 
Ihe history of the origin of the Christian Church, but bs reveal- 
ing the manner of it ; a great divine silence, such as seems to 
marlt all the creative works of God. Not one word is told us of 
the conversation with those two men who abode with Christ on 
that great night. But the next day one of them goes to his 
brother and says, 'We have found the Christ.' We may com- 
pare with this the account of the first revelation to the writer of 
the Resurrection, ' He saw and believed ' (xx. S). 

The account of the life of St. John which we have in the Hew 
Testament, though short, is fuller than that of most of the 
Apostles. He and his brother were fishermen. Christian tradi- 
tion says, with Rreat probability, that they Were OUT Savimii'i. 




^ The Gospel 

Theit eitger zeEil is shown by tbeir desiie to call down 
fire upon the unbelieving Samaritan village. To St. John the 
dying Saviour entrusted the care of His mother, and he accepted 
We have him in the opening chapters of the Acts; 
and a notice by St. Paul in Gal. ii. 9, indicates that he was still 
io Jerusalem after most of the Apostles were scattered abroad. 
Probably he remained in Jerasalem until the death of the Lord's 
mother, atid then went away to Ephesus. In his Book of 
Revelation he displays an intimate knowledge of the Chittcb 
there and in the dties around, and he lells us that he was in fix 
isle of Patmos for the word of God and for the testimony of 
JesQs Christ. 

There are many traditions of biro. Terlullian tells bow he 
went to Rome and was thrown into a caldron of boiling oil, but 
came forth unhurt. A chapel by the Latin Gate is shown as 
marldng the spot where the alleged miracle toolc place, and io 
the Calendar of the Church of England Prayer Book, May 6lh 
is marked 'S. John ante Port : Lat.* A beautiful story is told 
by Clement of Alexandria of his reclaiming a youth who had 
been converted to the faith, but bad bllen into bad way's and 
joined a band of robbers. It is also told by Ireiueus how he 
wrathfully refused to remain under the same roof as Cerinlhus, 
who denied that Christ had come in the flesh. Jerome tells how 
when he was too old to walk he was carried into the church, and 
used constantly to address his flock with the words, ' Little 
children, love one another.' When they, impatient at (his 
repetition, asked for something new, he replied, ' That precept 
of the Lord suffices for you.' And yet another story told by 
Cassian is that he used to play in his old age with a lame part- 
-m^p, remiBding OS of the poet's line* — 
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Tbe dale of bis death is unknown, but all tho records tell that 
his life was piotonged till the end of the first century. 

In the present volume the arrangement of his writings follows 
that in the New Testament, (irat the Life of the Divine Founder, 
then the Ethical, then the Prophetic portions. Such is also the 
order of the Old Testameat. But this is not the Chronological 
Older. I have without hesitation adopted the view of, t think, 
all modem scholars, that the Revelation was the first written, 
namely, in the reign of the Emperor Galba (A.D, 68, 69], The 
grounds for this judgment will be found in the course of the In- 
troduction. Twentyyearslater, probably, if not moie, he wrote 
his Gospel and Epistles. Religious conflicts hod by that time 
changed. At the early date the controversies had been con- 
cerning the relations of Gentile to Jewish Christianity. When 
St. John had become aged, these were almost at an end, and men 
were divided un the Person and nature of Cluisl. All this will 
eume before us in our study. 

The Gospel according to St. John,— Not a Supplemental 
One. To call this, as some commentators have done, a 
' Supplemental Gospel,' gives an erroneous impression. It com- 
pletes the three Synoptic Gospels indeed, gives us many new 
facts, and throws new light Dpon the old facts, going over the 
same ground as the others in some important particulars. To 
make clear what was the purpose of ttiii Gospel we may throw a 
glance at the others, as well as at the history of the Christian 
Churdi in the first century. St. Marlt, whose GciE^-»™5.-^^ri 
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Introduction. 

probably the lirst written, shows us Christ in His humanity, Che 
present Christ in His strength, His activity, His ceasele&s woik 
— the Strang Son of God. The symbol of this Evangelist is a 
Lion. He shows the Lion of the tribe of Judah spiingiog for- 
ward to victory. St Matthew is retrospective. His subject i« 
■ Christ the fulfilment of the ancient Law, and the Old Testa- 
menL' His characteristic phrase is * that it might be fulfilled.* 
St. Luke's is the Gospel of the future, tbe call of the heathen 
into the household of God. He gives us the first Hymns of the 
Christian Church (i. 47, 6S, ii. 14, 29), and all throi^h he is fall 
of the Pauline theolt^y. 

So we have the Present, the Past, and tbe Future; and we 
shall see in St. John the combination of them all. In the first 
days of the Church, as seen in the Acts of the Apostle* and in 
the earlier Pauline Epistles, the great controversy which agitated 
the Church was the adjustment of the cliuTns of Judaism and of 
Christian Freedom. Time passed and this question was set at 
rest. The Jewish Christians, so long as tbe Temple remained 
to them, continued to observe the requirements of their law, 
and were rect^^ised as the Church of the Circumcision. But 
as the faith spread through the world it came in contact with 
new ideas, which aifecied it both for good and ill. Much of 
tbe literature of early Christianity is largely impr^^ated with 
Greek philosophy, brotight into union with the (ruth of the 
revealed word. But there had been for many ages speculations 
about the origin and nature of evil. Was it eternal ? Was it 
situated in mailer? Men wearied themselves in the endeavour 
to find out. Christianity was brought within the range of these 
philosophies also, and then fresh troubles and contioveisiei 
i^eiai, and thus we have the Gnostic heresies taking manifolil 
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slupes. We might ventore to tsy that they sU centred tbem- 
Bclves on the Person of ChTist. If matter was in its veiy essence 
evil, what of His human nature ? Some of these Gnostic philo- 
sophers replied that, being flesh. He had an evil nature which 
fought with a spiritual until the evil left Him at His death on 
the Cross. Othcii said that He was sinless, but for tha.t reason 
His body was not real, but only an appearance. It was lo deal 
with these most vital questions that St. John's Gospel was 
wiilten, to show that Jesus was very man, but also the Eternal 
Son of God, in the b^inning with God ; was made flesh, and 
showed forth the glory of God in its fulness ; and that He came 
from God to bring the desolate and dying world the gift of 
eternal life. 

Prologue to the GoEpel. This is set forth in his piolt^ue, 
comprising the first eighteeo verses, and in the course of it he 
carefully notes how the Christ of the Gospel was also the Light 
of the BDCienl fathers, and also how the Baptist, who belonged 
to the ancient Church, was the appointed link between it and 
the new. There had already been Jewish teachers who, read- 
ing the Old Testament in the light of the history of the rest of 
the religious world, notably of that of Greece, had begun to 
realise that there was a distinct personality in the 'Word of 
God ■ of which their prophets had written ; this had been the 
contention of Philo, an Alexandrian Jew, and on this rising 
belief our Apostle throws a flood of light. He writes to show 
that the life of Christ proved Him to be that Divine Word, ever- 
lastingly with God, and Himself God. 

The main featmes of that Divine life, as it was made mani- 
fest in the Earthly Life, he assMtnei »i lixin&i \mswo. ™«i- 
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accepted in the Church, his work is to interpret that Life and 
the fellowship which it establishes between God and man, and 
therefore he passes over the Birth and the years of preparation, 
and begins with ila manifestation lo the world. He tells how 
the Baptist emphatically declared to the Jewish rabbis that he 
was not the Christ, but that the Christ was at hand (I ig-13). 
The nest day he points Him out with the words, 'Behold the 
Lamb of God which takelh away the sin of the world,' and the 
declaration brought the first disciples. The simplicity of the 
narrative is a fitting accompaniment to the sublimity and im- 
portance of the passive. Before the chapter ends, we see Him 
with five disciples, all convinced in their hearts that He has 
spoken to their very souls, that He has come to them from God, 
that He I5 the promised Christ 

He forthwith confirms their faith by miracle. Bat it is 
particularly to be borne in mind that St. John does not use the 
word whiii is ordinarily translated ' miracles ' (Ttpdra) ; he calls 
the mighty works ' signs ' [otjmIio). They were witnesses not 
only of His Divine power, but of the character of the work 
which He came to do. And in nearly all the records of them 
not only is their immediate benefit manifested, but also their 
spiiitoal significance. The bread on the mountain side becomes 
the sign of the Bread of Life ; the giving sight to the blind that 
of spiritual vision. I^aarus is not called out of his grave until 
his sister has confessed her belief in Him who is the Resurrection 
and the Life to all believers. This permeates the whole histot)'. 
Nicodemus is attracted by the signs. He comes wondering, 
awestricken, but hoping that the Kingdom of God is indicated by 
them, and is at once brought face to face with the need of a new 
~^E>^. The Kingdom of God is not a material perishable king- 
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dotn. He is amazed and confounded by the unexpected words, 
and Christ appeals &t once to an inw&rd witness, such as had 
already moved His disciples, ' We speak that we da know,' etc. 
He talks with the woman by the well, who asks questions about 
the Messiah, and tells her that God is a Spirit, that the Messiah 
and His work are infinitely greater than the things which belong 
1(1 ihe visible world. 

And so with those who are already moving in a higher sphere 
of knowledge. The disciples themselves are always being led 
10 higher truth; they believe, but are still learners, still waiting 
for fuller knowledge (ii. II, 17, iv. 27, 33}, Every 'sign' 
opens a new page in the book of their education. 

Hostility to the Mission of Christ. But now another 
subject takes its place in the history. ' He came unto I-lis own, 
and His own received Him not,' says the Prologue (1. ii|, 
referring apparently to the acts of rebellion in the Old Testa- 
ment. The perversity reappears. That our Lord had come 
into the world determined to make war apon sin whilst He 
preached of God's love to the world He showed when at His 
first coming 10 the Holy City aflet His baptism He drove the 
traSickers out of the Temple (ii. 14). So for apparently the 
Jews were perplexed. They asked for His authority, and could 
make nothing of His answer. But open hostility broke out 
when he cured the paralytic at Belhesda on the Sabbath day. 
But the discourse which this produced is a most important one. 
He began His defence of Himself with the words, ' My Father 
worketh even until now, and I work.' The works of the Creator 
go on all days alike, the motions of the spheres, the sunshine 
and the wind and rain. And Christ. \.\>Me\i"j vs^Jiwi ■CBoB.'*K>a 
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own WQik was in union with the works of liis Father, and tba.1 
He held (he same supreme position, Thejcwssaw with startled 
angei what the claim implied. And He went on to claim 
absolute union, absolute power, not only to heat the sick, but to 
raise the dead and to exercise the prerogative of judgment. He 
■was the Son ; He had a derived being ; but He had a right lo 
honour, yea, lo such honour as men give to the Father. It was 
a right, not independent of the Father's, but in absolute union 
with it, and therefore righteous and indefeasible. And then He 
slated the evidence of this awful claim. First, He had human 
testimony, the Baptist gave it in answer to their questions 
(v. 31-35). Then the testimony of His works (36). Thirdly, 
the testimony of His Father (37, 38). He repeats this later, and 
ampUGes it {la viii. 16-30). And then there is the testimony 
of the Scriptures, which foretell Him, and the Jews refuse their 
testimony (I9-47). 

The feeding of the Sve thousand (a miracle which, with that 
which follows it, is told by all the Evangelists) leads in St. 
John to the recognition of His Messiahship by the unlettered 
multitude when the doctors of the law had Ikited to see it. But 
neither did the multitude understand the nature of His King- 
dom, so He withdrew from them. The dialogue which follows 
had most important results. When they came to Him in ex- 
cilement about His sign of the loaves, He told them that their 
aim was a low and unworthy one, aspiring only after earthly 
blessing. His Kingdom was infioitely above that. They 
retorted that His evidence was jnsuiEcient. Moses had fed the 
whole nation in the wilderness; they were ready lo believe if 
He would rival him. This gave Him the opportunity of 
-x^inaff them the very root of all Iheir error. They were 
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longing for earthly gicatoess, not for spiritual life and immar- 
tality. The manna had sustained earthly and petishiog life- 
He had come into the world for the very purpose of bringing 
the life eternal. Let them have union with lUm and they 
would have union with the Father through Mim, and so live for 
ever. It was all past their comprebensioa ; the visible world 
for a time held them last ; the majority turned away dis- 
appointed ; the faithful ones, though ihcy could not fully 
understand, knew that there was some deep truth in Him in 
whom they had come fully to believe, and they waited for fiesh 
l^ht firom Him {vi. 68). He spoke one swl word of warning 
before this page was turned. 

Confiicting Doubts and Controversies among the Jews. 
Then St. John shows us how the nation was agitated with 
conflicting doubts and t^ontrovetsics, in the very niid^t of which 
He appears and once more offers them life eternal (vii. 37). 
The pass^e which tells of the accusation of the sinliit woman 
is probably out of place here ) some of the best critics judge 
that it has, by some transcriber's error, been transferred from 
the Gospel of St. Luke. We, at all events, accept this opmion 
o far as to take viii. 12, as a continuation of chap. vii. The 
Lord takes up another figure, and declares Himself ' the Light 
of the world,' The Pharisees once more declare His evidence 
insufficient, and again He tells them where their error lies, they 
'judge after the flesh,' refuse to accept any testimony but what 
's palpable to the senses. Here is a key lo the words which 

1 follow. He adduces the testimony of His Father, and they ask, 
is Thy Father?' He tella them that God all through 

lha< been speaking to I" " 
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they refuse to listen to the inner and searching voice that the; 
know not the Father, ir they had listened to His ovn teaching, 
presented as it was both by His works and words, they would 
have known the Father. They were silent, evidently awe- 
stricken {viii. lo). [le paused, then addressed them again, 
recr^ising that there were seekers after truth as well as opposers 
of it, io that multitude, gathered together at the feast. It 
was the last day of that feast ; they were on the eve of 
departing homewards, and He told them that He also 
was departing. ' Vou will die in your sin ' (not sins in the 
original), i.t., undelivered, though the ofler is made to 
you. They evidently caaght a glimpse of His meaning that 
He must be referring to His death, and again He raised His 
voice of warning. ' Vour thoughts are still worldly, you do. 
not realise what My life is' (23), and half in dread, half in 
aeom, they asked Him, ' Who art thou ? ' meaning, ' You are 
putting forward strange pretensions.' Probably they had caught 
the incompleteness of His previous sentence, and what His 
'I am" implied. And He answered, 'What I told yon at 
lirst,' ' I have not varied in my leaching. I have told you 
much, I shall have to tell you more. 1 must speak to the 
world, for I have come for that very purpose, sent from Him 
who is the Truth' (2j, 36). Still their understanding was 
darkened, and He told them, for the lirst time, what they 
would do to Him, and how that conviction would come thereby. 
And once more He repeated that the Father was with Him, with 
such calm majesty that many believed on Him, But these 
disciples, at least for the lime, failed at the first test of their 
. Juth (3033). He patiently and most lovingly called on Ihem 
'con their tme freedom. Thoogh (hey had declared their 
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belief, Ihe; were still joining themselves in spirit with those who 
songht Hia death. They saw what He meant, and strove in- 
wudly against it, until He came to make the assFition of His 
Eternal Existence. Yes ; He had meaoi this ! They took np 
the stones which were lying there for the repairs of the Temple, 
bat He calmly passed on, whilst they were stili lilted with awful 
fear. And in that hour, whilst they were cloang their spiritual 
eyes, Hegaveanother of His signs, namely, sight to the blind man. 

The First Crisis m Christ's History. Here we come to a 
aisii in the history. The hostility continues, but is obviously 
cowed. He addresses Himself now mainly to the disciples, and 
■poiks of Himself as the Good Shepherd who will eive Hia life 
far the sheep. The Jews slill carp and doubt ; He reiterates 
the declaration of His Divine Mission with emphasis, and 
though at the words ' I and My Father are One' they once 
more took np stones, evidently fear held them back, nod He 
calmly, but with emphasis, repeated His claim, and wilh 
success. He withdrew Himself, but many once more professed 
(heirbelier(x. 42). 

The history of the raising of Laiarus is, like the rest of His 
wonderful works, a 'sign,' lo use St. John's expression, but a 
i^ U> believers rather than to the world without. It was 
giveti to the pious sisters of Bethany, and through them to all 
who love Him— thai He is the Resurrection and the Life of the 
world. 

And now the Supreme Event comes hastening on. The sign 
of Bethany roused His enemies to implacable anger and le 
The triumphal lide into Jerusalem deepened it, and along with 
it we have the touching record of the Gcedu^ Viva ' ~ 
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Jesus,' and His exulting prophecy of what this signifies. Once 
more we catch a glimpse or the dull unbelief {xu. 37), and af 
His final appeal and invitation. After which comes the sublime 
scene at the Lest Supper in the upper chamber (liii.-xvi.), 

The Inatitutioa of the Eucharist Omitted. The omission 
of any mention of the institution of the Eucharist has been 
dealt with by all the commenlators. This Gospel, written at a 
time when the * breaking of bread ' was the recognised bond of 
fellowship, assumes the knowledge of the institution by every 
believer. We have, however, the great chapter (vi.), which 
more than any other explains the meaning of (be Sacrament. 
It is impossible to say for certain at what lime in the evening 
the words of institution were spoken, hut one may hold it as 
probable that it was after xiii. 35. It has been beautifully said 
by one writer that ' the Apostle has spread out over the dis- 
course contained in chaps. xiii.'Xvii., the deepest and most 
essential features of the Eucharist, the teaching of transcendent 
love and mutual indwelling and eternal life'(H. R. Reynolds). 

The question of Peter (xiii. 36), and that of Thomas (xiv. 5), 
led the Lord to declare that the way to Heaven was through 
His death. That would be an immediate strength to them, 
leading them to great works which the Father would commit to 
them, and to the Mission of the Comforter. The world was 
still incapable of seeing Him, it would be their future work to 
bring the world to faitb and obedience. 

Then He set forth, in the similitude of the Vine and the 
Branches, the life of Union with Him, the death of SeparaHon 
I Him. Trouble would come upon them in their contest 
prith the world, but Victory was sate. The Paraclem would 
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be with them continually, even till in His strength the world 
vias overcome. And then followed ' The Prayer of the Great 
High Priest,' uttered beside the brook Kedron before passing into 
the garden. That prayer is one for the Apostles, for all believers, 
for the vfhole Church until Christ come again. 

The Cross and Passion, The history of the Cross and 
Passion is specially marked by the conversation between Pikte 
and the Saviour, throwing such strong light on the character of 
the Redeemer's Kingdom. Some of the most striking and 
solemn incidents, which have taken strongest hold on Chiislea- 
dom, we owe to this Gospel, because the writer stood by the 
Cross and was himself a witness of them, 

And his account of the Resurrection is sublime in its simplicity. 
He tells us how conviction came in his own case. EvidenUy 
he was the first who realised fully how complete the Victory 
was, though he had not yet lein it, while the Magdalene was 
the first admitted to see the Risen Lord. Evidently the Apostle's 
firat intention was to close with ihe 20[h chapter. But 
another memory rose up before him, apparently when he pro- 
duced, as one might say, a second edition of his work, perhaps 
years later. 



THE FIRST EPISTLE OF ST. JOHN 

It is called an Epistle, and there is no objection to the word, 
but there la no superscription or greetir;g as in the other 
Epittles, not any personal allusion. It is really a ma».v>^'. '^'^ 
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Christian ethics, the answer of Christianity' to the questicm 
which had been asked by the wisest heathens, ' What is 
true end and object of man, and how is it to be obtained?' 
St. John aoswers, ■ It is to be found in the Word of Life, in 
Only-b^otten Son, who has brought Union with the Eternal 
within our reach.' This is probably the last of his writings, 
He starts from the facts of his Gospel, anrl bases a mingled 
meditation and practical exhortation upon them. He is c 
templating not only his own departure, but that of all wha 
have ever seen Jesus in the flesh, and therefore has resolved to 
write down what will witness to all lioie of an ever-abiding, 
unchanging Word of God, dwelling among men. And si 
begins, as in his Gospel, with words that go straight into 
heart of his subject (i. i-fl). He says that he is declaring the 
Person whom his own eyes saw and his hands handled, cotlc 
ing the Word of Life. This last phrase is very remark&ble. 
had seen the Saviour in the desh, had heard hini Epeak, but 
even that was not the highest privilege which he had. He 
the outward form, hut the outward form revealed the inward 
life. We ourselves see and converse with friends, bat thrir 
very selves are unseen, the soul and personality, The body of 
the Redeemer bore a life within it which the words and acts 
revealed, and it was not merely a life but tie Life, Life 
itself in its Eternal Fulness ; yea, the very Life of God Hiiri 
self. Through Hint God spoke ; in Him God manifested Him- 
selt And why does St. John write this? Thai ye atse m^ 
havt fttUfmship viilh us, with the Father, with the Son, and 
' th«t our ' joy may be fulfilled. ' This, he lays and is the &ul 
asb)^ of mj life and work, the fulfilment of my joy in yow 
J Slj llie best t»Ii lud. 
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Basis of the Johannine Ethics. Hcie, then, is his basis of 
Ethics. God is revealed to man ; and there is not one dark 
spot in His chaiacter and purpose. The pagan deities were not 
thus. The moralists bad no conlidence in them, and when 
they approached the Unknown in their disquisitions, they 
'hurried past it with fear, sometimes with contempt. St. John 
begins with declaring that the unseen must net be passed by, 
it most be believed in from the beginning, and must be known. 
God, the Creator and Lord of the Universe, is clear, unbroken 
Light. And the highest end of man's existence is to have fel. 
lowship with this Life and Light. The Ephesians, among whom 
he was writing, had a sun-god, Apollo, and a moon-goddess, 
Arteinis, but the characteis they attributed to them were im. 
perfect and even conupl. The God of the Jew and Christian 
aUke is pure light. 

And this Light is Life. We rejoice in the Light ; we live in 
it. When we are in darkness ail the possessions and blessings 
of life aie hidden. The revelation of God is that of His union and 
fellowship with us guiding, us onward. If, then, we are leading a 
hidden, dark, selHsh life, sach a life as we should dread our neigh- 
bours knowing, shut up in ourselves, we are walking in darkness. 
We may seek even to hide this from ourselves, but we are 
acting a lie. Wc are made in the image of God, who is pure 
light, and therefore a life of selfishness and wilfulness is an 
umiatural life, for we are seeking to shut out the light. Bul.i£. 
we walk in the Light, in other WOT4a,'«iiL\w'Ctaeaios»fmiS«=ifc 
tJut the Light of God U »baut us, ^.t«u ■*« wt« «s»*-*-"«i.'"**' '^ 
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true condition, believing iliat God ie anr King and Kmg of tbe 
world, and thus we h&vc fellowship with oar fetlowmen (i. 7), | 
we see io them onr brediren, all childrai of God. Then he ^ 
intioduces a fresh idea. The blood of Jesus, His Son, cleanseth 1 
ia from all sin. The word translated 'sin' means literally a 
I 'missing of the mark,' a going aside from the goal which was I 
aimed at, St. John says that when we hecome conscious of our ' 
wilfulness and perverseness, add that it has drawn us aside I 
from the path, and desire to come back into it, the blood of ' 
Jesus comes to our aid. For Jesus is the manifestation of God, 
the Only-b^olten Son, the Ineatnale Word of Life, There- 
fore He does more than show us our sinfulness. He enters 
into us by talcing our flesh and blood, becomes one with us, and 
this means the expulsion of sin. He is the bond of Peace 
between us and our race ; and the blood which he took for 
us, and which he poured out for us, is the assurance (hat we , 
have fellowship not only with man but with God. The sense 
of sin has ever brought to men a sense of shame and defilement, 
and the Incarnate 'cleanseth,' removes the sense of foulness and 
blackness. To think that we have no sin is to deceive ourselves ' 
by shutting out the light, to confess it is to open our souls to ' 
Him who is faithful and righteous, that He may enter into us '' 
and cleanse us (9), If we will not confess the evil that is in ui, 
we impute that evil to Him, and deny what He is telling us in 
our consciences (10). 

I The Teaching o! Christ the Propitiation. The znd I 
chapter develops the precedii^, and makes a strong step for- 
wards. The ag?d Apostle, beginning here the fatherly tone 
which be continues to tbe end, says that he has been w 
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them that they may not dn. And yet in the previous chapter 
he says (hat we all sin. The eiplanation follows at once. You 
have a siufiil nature, he says, but you are under no obligation to 
sin. It is against the will of God, who calls you to abandon 
selfishness and to live to Him. When you bear (hat in mind, 
jran will find yourselves enabled to fight against the evil spirit, 
and to enter into fellowship with God. Yon are brought into 
God's family in order that you may rise above your sinful 
instincts. And if you do give way to base instincts I show 
you how you must be delivered. God is Light, and He looks 
upon yoa as one body in Jesus Christ the righteous. In Ilim 
there is always a way open out of darkness into light. The 
heathens cried to their gods to secure their friendship, but here 
is a Rigkimas Advocate, and He is One with the Father. The 
word ' Advocate' means one that we can call to as helper and 
coiinselloi. We can look upon the sinful world, upon our sin- 
ful selves, and take heart, believing that Christ is on our side, 
*nd it is not His Father's will that any should perish. For 
Christ, He and none other, is the PmpilialiBn for our sins. He 
offered Himself, even to the Death, to obey His Father's will ; 
it was the sacrifice of One who delighted to make it, and so in 
Him the alienated world could renew its fellowship with God ; 
not merely the Jewish people with their divinely-appointed 
sacrifices, but the whole world, becaose He had taken all man- 
hood into Himself. 

That was the work of Christ ; that is the hope of the world. 
The next words spring from that (it 3). God's is a faithful and 
righteous will. Therefore the fijifilling of that will is the wit- 
nesi that we know Him. There is an allusion here lo the pro- 
lific mass of Gnostic error which wu Tcolii.xoit,'^-"*^*- ■'««^™»*- 
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in the Church. St- John lears ihe multifonn Iheotica to peces ' 
by decla.rLng that the true gtiosis, the onlji real knowledge, lies 
in keeping (he commandments of (he Holy One. To 'keep' 
them means to hold Ihem dear as the commandment of an All- 
righteous Fa.ther, to walk in the light of them, as ItnowhiE that 
the closer the obedience, the nearer to the light of God. This 
is the true knowledge, to walk in it is lo be perfected (5). 
Perfection was one of the fine words of the Gnostics, they 
boasted of it. St. John says that the ' perfect' or 'initiated ' 
man is he who is seeking to walk in the perfect love, to be just 
and pure ; in him God's own love is being made perfect. It 
has always been so {7] ; the Word of God has been thus 
teaching men from the beginnine. Deeper than ail written laws 
was the eternal righteousness of God. Such passages as the 
Tigth Psalm, to go no further, had [aught that unmistakably. 
A new commandment had been added, indeed, but it was only 
that the Word which had been the very essence of the Old 
Testament had been manifested in the flesh, and that those who 
had held to the old should rejoice in this manifestation, should 
see in Him the Teacher from everlasting, the King of men, the 
Light of the world. The darkness is passing, and the brother- 
hood of all mankind is now shining forth (S-ll). The highest 
blessing is to reccgnise this. 

In the beauEiliil passage which follows, the Apostle, looking 
bade upon all the witnesses of God in [he past, shows how these 
hen upon the life of those who are living around Him lo-day. 
From the beginning God had drawn men into covenant with 
Him, the circumcision of the infants no less than the feasts and 
sacrifices of the men had been witness of this. Now h« Cells 
AoKT under the new Covenant the baptism of the little children 
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is a sign of God's fa^iveness— for this any Covenant must imply 
— and it is forgiveness 'for His Name's sake.' The old tnen, as 
they look on [he reception of the world into the Divine family, 
'know Him who was from the beginning.' He is unchanged. 
The ancient sacriGces are done away, but the simple feast of the 
breaking of bread remains as witness all over the world of human 
brotherhood. The children receive fo^iveness as God's gift ; 
the old men recognise that it comes from the very nature of Him 
who was from everlasting. And the young men, even as the 
children, are forgiven 'for His Name's salie,' are conquecois 
through Him who was templed but sinned not. His victory was 
for their sake ; through union with him they share His victory 
(I3i '4)' ^^ E<"!^ "v™ ^'^ ground again with variations. The 
children are forgiven because they ' have known the Father.' 
This is the ground of their confidence, the Foigiver of them is 
the Father of all. The old men's message is repeated, nothing 
can add to its power ; they in their aged experience have the ^11 
hope. The young men ' are strong ' ; it is the special glory of 
youth, even when they misuse or waste it, bnt the secret of their 
attenglh is that the Word of God ahideth in them ; the Word of 
God took their nature for the very purpose that they might over- 
come the wicked one in Him. 

St. John arid ' The World.' Probably the next words are 
specially addressed to the young men (ii, 15-18). They are 
going out into the world. Now, it is very important to Icain 
what St. John means by the world. It is a word often used by 
him. The Greek word which he Bses is kasmos, which means 
' order' 01 'beauty,* and it has reference to the beauty and order 
of the Creation. It is this iasmas of which, V&T»Ti*«s-*;*'*'"» 
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loved it that He sent Ha Son to save it (Cor. iii. l6, Eph. iii. a). 
Vet of this same kosmos he also says very serious and teirible 
things (Gasp. xvi. 30, I Ep. iii. 13). The passage before ue 
explains the apparent incongruity. By the world, in its bad 
sense, he means all visible things vieweij apart from Godi for 
then even the most beautiful become destructive of Life. The 
young men go into the world to earn their living ; and they may 
fo^et the Father's home to which they belong. They may look 
on the things of the world selfishly, without reference to their 
fellow men, withonl reference to God's laws for its r^ulation, 
and then the world becomes a deadly snare, driving the love of 
the Father out of them. They will become the slaves of their 
senses, when they ought to be living in obedience to God. The 
(ensualist, the covetous roan, the lover of fiatlery, lose the love of 
the Father and are miserable, for what they love most passes 
away and is lost, and what was noblest in them changes into the 
meanest. But he who follows the law of God suffers not this 
loss. He 'abideth for ever,' belongs to a iesmos, an Order, 
which cannot disappear. 

'It is the last time' (ii. 18-23). H was so in the first place 
because it was the break-up of the Jewish polity and church, and 
a yet greater catastrophe was at hand. The dissolution of the 
Roman Empire was the end of the ancient world, a great and 
terrible day of the Lord. He who was now declared by His 
Resurrection to be Lord and King of the world was claiming 
universal Empire, calling on the nations 10 cast away thetr idoU 
and confess Him. Men had some idea of the mighty change ; 
there was a stiong belief in spiritual powers, and this led to all 
of enchanlerc and impostors of Ihe worst kind. There 
were the antichrists, seeking power and high places, the veiy 
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opposite of the true Christ of God, And therefore the Apostle 
bllt back unce more upon Ihe marks of 1 he servants of God, 'Ve 
have an anointing from Ihe I/a/y One. ' It was the Spirit of 
holinEss which gnided them in their perplexities, and if they 
obeyed His laws of holiness all things woald become clear to 
them. Let them never listen to lies or pious frauds (zl), but rest 
upon the Divine goidiQce and believe the old and all-snfticient 
truth that Jesas is the Christ, then they will know the Father 
also, and hold the eternal life (22-25). This expression, the 
anointing, is in unison with bis opening theme, the central source 
of all holiness and goodness and tight, God. Probably he had 
in mind the 133rd Fsalm, which told how the oil poured on the 
head of the High Priest ran down to the skirts of his clothing, 
a sign lo Ihe people that the anointing was not for himself alone, 
but for the humblest of them all, the pledge of their unity. 

Theglorious hope kindles him intoa fresh and earnest exhorta- 
tion (ii. aS, 29]. Do not lose your inheritance. Death itself 
cannot take it from you ; it will reveal it in its glory. The acts 
of a righteous man are proofs that he has a heavenly, and there- 
fore immortal birth ; behold, what manner of love is here (iii. 
:, z). A hope is our possession of which the world knows 
nothing 1 and which ever grows. It is the opening of a new 
world of which the glory is past conception, a hope which in 
itself kindles Purity. 

The Johannine Conception of Sui, And if the difficulty 
be raised of our deep sinfiilness as a hindrance, he answers 
(iii. 4-9)1 Sin is lawlessness, it is rebellion against God. But 
Christ was manifested to destroy sin at the very root. In Him 
was no sin. Therefore sin and the timwVtiis.t >A "OorcA is-^ 
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antagonistic Sin shuts our eyes to the lighL To do un- 
righteous and foal acts is to give up our Chiistianity. This in 
no wise hinders a man from confessing bis sin, and letuming to 
Christ in order that he ma; be made pure. Theiefare it is not 
' knowledge,' but righteousness, which brings men near to God 
(7) ; to boast of ' enlightenment,' as the Gnostic teachers did, 
and to lead corrupt lives, was following the Devil. The name 
Devil means ' slanderer,' or ' accuser,' and to lead foul lives was 
to accuse God. From the beginning sin lay in such accu^tion 
(8). The personality of the Devil is not so fully declared in the 
Old Testament as it is in the New, but all sin resolves jiaelf into 
falsehood against God, and Christ was manifested to destroy it 
in every form (S). The glh verse, difficult at first reading, 
becomes clear when interpreted by the context. A man who 
does a sinful act is not God's child ; this is true of every one of 
us. God's child cannot sin ; the seed out of which he is formed 
is altogether good. Therefore when a man has disclaimed his 
tj^B birth by committing sin he has departed from his sonship ; 
he must reclaim it ; must, like the prodigal son, arise and go to 
his Father and confess his sin, He will find his Father on the 
the way to meet him. Till then he has lost himself. 

The Johannine Conception of Righteousness. And then 
once more, with an earnestness which shows how solemn be 
saw the need to be, he falls back upon his great theme that 
righteousness lies in the love of our fellow men, that there can be 
no righteousness, no life without this. And feeling that be has 
made bis ground good he calls upon his spiritual children to give , 
themselves up to the love of God, and to imitate His self* 
lacrifice by sacrifice of themselves for their brethren's sake. 
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He returns to the sense of sin in every faithful heart (iiL 
lS-23), and thoogh, he says, we are conscious of evil within, 
God knows far more ; there is consolalion even in that when we 
commit ourselves to Him, and ask Him to search out out evil 
snd lead us in the vay everlasting. For He will do 50 when 
we call upon Him, and our heart will condemn us no longer. 
We shall entrust ourselves to His lead and keep His comrnand- 
ments, shall remember His law and His mind and seek to be 
&shioned after it. 

iii. 24-iv. 13.— The Spirit of God is within us, and leaches us 
that we have intercourse with God. Evil and false spirils are 
abroad in the world, spirits of distrust and imposture ; if they 
teach us that Chrbt our fellow man is not the Son of God, and 
that we have no union with God through Him, they are anti- 
christs. It was the Incarnation which brought the new life into 
the world, lo manifest the love which God had from the b^in- 
ning. It is all-embracing, God sent His Son to be the Saviour 
of the vierld, and it was of His own free will {9, 10). 

He goes on lo speak of Ihe privilege and joy which comes to 
us through this faith (14-16). Herein the love that is wilhin us is 
made perfect, by our realising that in Christ we have real union 
with God. We couid have no confidence in ourselves, and no 
boldness al being brought into the presence of God. But when 
we believe thai His love is dwelling in us, that He has made 
□or battle with evil His battle (17], then we hail the ter- 
mination of it, the sense of that perfect love 
If a man shall say to himself, ■ I am conscious of sin, shall I then 
no! fear?' St. John answers, ' If you doubt whether God loves 
you belter than you love Him, you are not really humble, but 
unbelieving. You must be poor in spirit in order tr 
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low*.' And let us not misunderstand the next words (19). 
does not mean (hat gratitude causes lore in us, but that His love 
is (he source from which onts springs. The Unseen God h 
made us all in His own image ; therefore, if I look around npoa 
men and love them noi, I am denying the Unseen Father, and 
mj profession of love to Him is a lie. 

The Joliamiine Conception of Faith. Thesutject of the 
last chapter is Faith, but St. John makes no marked division. 
Love and Faith are to him puts of a unity. His openii^ words 
go back to the Incarnation, and the love which it has begotten 
in those who believe it. Their love is given to God and (o man- 
kind as His children- Very striking is the immediate sequel. 
He speaks of war/ire, he that is begotten of God ovetcometh 
the world. We hare already seen what the Apostle mean 
•thewotid,' It includes the men whom we are bound to love. 
Bat he who is begotten of God sees them not merely as they are, 
in their selfishness and wilfulness, which makes them enemii 
each other and of God, but as part of His family. To fight 
against the world is to put away this self-seeking, (o see th 
in their true, eternal light, to recognise all visible things as His, 
to be tutoed to His glory. He who believes that there is a 
nobler life for man, and that bistocy has been the record of self- 
sacrifice overcoming greed, through Jesus, who is the Christ of 
God, he is overcoming the world. His faith shows him that 
higher life. This is the Jesus (6) who came by water when 
the Heavens were opened , and both the Father and the Spirit 
attested Him, and so His minisiiy btgan ; and who came by 
blood, when He poured it out upon the Cross, as the great sign 
of what He was, the key to all His eaithly life. And to this tit 
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Spirit bearith witntss. The outward signs, as well as the sacra- 
menti which aie founded upon Itiem, would have no meaning, 
did not the SpiiiC bear witness to us of their life and power- 
He is continualty bearing witness as the ages go on, ictaust lie 
Spirit is truth. To this day Ihey are ever the same, always 
bearing witness against the evil that is in us, for the love which 
is saving us and enduring us with the perfect and eternal life.' 
Mtn had been witnessing it (<)), namely, Apostles, and the 
faithful had received their witness. All of them hut Si. John 
had now passed away, but the witness of God was continuing, 
the Spirit was to bear witness unlll the end of time. And they 
who are faithful to their own true Insliacts, and recognise the 
voice of God within them, hold the eternal life (10-12). 

The Summing up of the First EpisUe. And now (13-21) 
the Apostle is able to sum up his Epistle. He has addressed 
it, he says, to those who believe. They have been baptized into 
the Name of Christ, they worship and confess Him Lord. And, 
he »ays, i write thai ft may ineto that ye kmic eternal life., it is 
your present possession, you have its seal upon you, you -wka 
believt in the Name of the Sen of Ged. This Eternal Life is now 
within you ; you are still in a slate of warfare, but you have a. 
jure confidence (14, 15). You are not independent of God — 
that would be death — but you go on calling on Him and making

Hit vrill. And these last words ore not a limitation of praje^ 
but an increase of their privilege. A man who is walking in t' 
light of God will rejoice to believe thai God is guiding his w 
aright, making it more and more tike His own. And it is li 
will that anarchy, tyraimy, &lsehood, impnrily, shall be removi 
oat of His world. If we pray for that He will hear us. 

He goes on to give a striking application (i6-:7). He doM 
not de6ne what are sins ' unto death,' and ' not unto death,' f 
this belongs to the heavenly Judge alone. The meaning of thltf 
great passage may be explained thus ; ' Vou see a brother 
sinning, il may be deeply, ahominahly. You have a right W 
pray that he may repent and turn from his sin, and be restored' 
to the fellowship of the faithful. It is a righteous and heaven- 
laugbt thing lo do. And you may with good confidence ti 
that your prayers will be heard. But the case may have gona 
beyond the reach of your prayers. His insincerity^ or lustful- 
ness, DT rebellion, may have so hardened that what was once 
functional may have grown organic. It is not for you lo judge. 
Such a case must take its course. Not concerning this do I s«y 
that you should make request.' 

It does not follow that the sinner is out of God's reach, or 
that even he may not in the end repent. A parallel case is that 
in the Church of Corinth, of a man who had committed g 
sin, and of whom St. Paul said such a one should be delivered 
to Satan ' for the dalntcHen of the flesh.' And why i • That 
his soul might be saved in the day of the Lord.' And in the 
Second Epistle this discipline is shown to have been effectual. 
The man is penitent, and the Apostle bids the Corinthiani 
fb^ve him. He too had left the judgment to God. St. John 
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would have his disciples do likewi.'ie, assured that God, in His 
justice and His love, would deal with the ca^, though their 
piayers seemed to be of no avail. 

t8-21. — IVt kuBV) that whosoever ii begotten of God sinnelh 
not. With growing confldence he declares that his spiritual 
children ' knew ' what he has already declared. It is. as we 
may say, a scientific declaration, belonging essentially to 
Christian ethics. This is the law of our existeoce. By 
claiming our true biilh, and betaking ourselves to our true 
Parent, we sball separate ourselves from the evil that is in us, 
sliall lake up our freedom and fight against temptations within 
that they belong not to our redeemed 
, the world outside knows it not, it 
,t we can wait. God loves this evil 
t to Himself. We must cry to Him, 
>me.' When Kepler declared the motion of 
the planets, be was ridiculed and reviled, He replied, ' If God 
has waited ux thousand years, we can wait two hundred.* In 
the same spirit of assurance St. John looks on the evil world. 
And his reason is calmly repeated. We inow that the Soh of God 
is come, has appeared in the world. We are not left to call 
blindly for gaidaocc and deliverance. He bath given us an 
tlndciilanding by which we know that we are in Him who 
cannot deceive. And then, faithful Jew to the last, he raises 
his voice against the idolatry which is still everywhere visible 
around him. Believe in Him who has come, who has given you 
eternal life, and reject idols which have nu help. 
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THE SECOND AND THIRD EPISTLES OF ST. JOHN. 

Thk Second and Third Epistlei are pecsocal addresses. We 
know nol who ' the elect lady ' is to whom the first is written. 
Some think that 'Elect' is a proper name, and others that 
'Kyris' is. This last was Archbishop Trench's view, but 
Bishop Westcolt thinks that grammatical reasons are somewhat 
gainst both. St. John rejoices that she and her childretl 
walking in truth. ' Truth ' Is his predominant word, he repeats 
il four times in as many verses. He ufters the warning which 
we have had in the First Epistle against the deceivers who arc 
denying the Incamatioo. So deadly wiU theii teachii^ be if 
followed, that he warns her not even to receive such a teacher 
into her house. 

And we cannot identity Gaius, the receiver of the Third 
Epistle. The name occurs four times in St. Paul's Epistles, 
but we know no more. Of him also St. John writes that be is 
'walking in the tmtli.' The latter differs firom the previous, 
for Gaius is 'before the Church,' an active, busy man, who has 
been farthering the work of the Gospel by helping the mission- 
aries in Iheir way. Diolrephes has been hindering. Probably 
he was a Jewish Christian who, like St. Paul's opponents, 
resisted to the utmost of his power the admission of the Gentiles 
to covenaDt. He was apparently a great talker; Si. John's 
remedy against his evil inSuence is as wise as il is simple, ' D^ , 
that which is good, and to walk with God.' Demetiius is doing 
this, ami iheiefote is an example to be followed. 
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THE BOOK OF THE REVELATION. 

This Is the New Testament book of Ckkistian Prophbcy 
(i. 1-3). In so considerinE it we muat remember thai the Old 
Testament prophets wete not 50 much raised up to interpret 
ages future as the age in which they lived, to comment on that, 
ajid to foretell what mu9t follow accoidiog to the Etenial Laws 
of God. As one says of them, they were foithtellers, rather than 
foretellera. Above everything, they refused to be classed with 
soothsayers and magicians. Their one sonice of inspiration was 
the will of God, as expressed in His laws and in history, and 
they interpreted the present and future solely in the light 0( 
these. Even 30 St. John looks upon the world as it is, and by 
the light of God's Word sees what is at hand, and interprets the 
signs of Ihe times in which he lives. The book is not a book of 
puzzles and conundrums which we, in this twentieth cenlory, 
are to weary ourselves in solving. It had a meaning for that 
time, and the more we see what that meaning was, the clearer 
might any century, from then till now, view its own doings in 
Ihc light of God. 

Prophetic Prevision. Th« lime i> at hand. Not only the 
Jewish nation and Ancient Church was about to fall, but the vast 
BomBO Empire was moving to its catastrophe. The old world 
was passing away, the new world wa.i beginning. The Apostle 
begins with an address to Ihe seven churches at Ephesus and 
Biound, with a message to them from the Eternal, 
from whom all grace comes ; from the Spirit who dwells ii 
churches — seven being the perfect number, unity ii 
who hinds them into one ; and from Jesus Christ, to whom be 
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the sacred past in the Church of his fathers, and explaining the 
meaning of the old symbolism, for in the midst of them was the 
Incaroale God. He was clothed in the priestly robe, to bless 
all worshippers in God's Name, and to stand as their Representa- 
live befoie Him. He was glorious to look upon. His eyes, like 
a Qamc of fire, looked into the hearts of men, discovering what 
was false, burning it ap with love. His feet bore the signs of 
endutonce and suffering ; Hts voice was strong as the noise of 
the waves, proclaiming His will. Onl of His moulh went the 
sharp sword severing between the good and the evil, the true and 
the false. I[na|;es of night were in His hand, but His counte- 
nance was as the noon-day sun. The vision of glory has always 
been at the beginning a vision of terror, the sinful before the 
holy ^cf. Judges vi. 22, xiiL az ; Job xlii. 5 ; Dan. x. S ; Lukev. 
8). But he was reassured, Hewholookeduponhirahadovercome 
death and held the keys of all that man fears. And (hen he 
leftrned that there were many churches, yet one Church, each 
minister was to diffuse light wilhin his own sphere, one or an- 
other might even grow dim, yet the light would bum, because 
the King walked evermore in the midst of them. By the angels 
we are probably to understand, not the chief pastors, but the 
aclive life and spirit of each church. 

The Epistles to the Seven Churches. The epistles lo the 
seven churches occupy chapters ii. and iiL There were other 
cbnrches in the neighbourhood, e.g., Colosse and Hierapotis, but 
seven is the ideal number throi^hout the book, and the Apostle 
evidenlly selects lypti of them all. There are certain points to 
be noticed of all of them. Each message is prefaced by «ome 
feature in the description of Christ in chapter i. To each it is 
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I know thy works,' and there is a promise in each ' to hint 
thai: oveccomelh.' The Grst, Ephesus, is reproved foe lapsing 
fiom first love ; Smyrna is not rebuked, but is warned that 
tTibulatiaa Is coming opon her ; Pergamos is faithful, but has 
some false teachers; Thyatira is suffering a foul spirit to devastate 
the church with its abominations ; Sardis is formal and nnreal, 
and so tme religion is ready to die, though there are some who 
are leading holy lives ; Philadelphia remains pure, but is weak ; 
Laodicea is luke-warm and worldly. In all this we ate at no 
loss to see the types of the different forms of evil by whidi 
churches and individuals are alike infected in all i^es. Some of 
the promises made to the faithful, such as eating of the tree of 
life, receiving (he morning star, wearing the white garmentSi 
leceive their interpretation in subsequent chapters.

The messages to the a 



churches ended, the vision comes which one may call the 
Revelation and Interpretation of Christian History (iv.-vii). 
The Pioem to it is the ReveUtion of God Himself as the source 
of all history and order, the I AM, the Alpha and Omega, We 
have the same levelation in Is. vi. , his inauguration as a prophet, 
and also in Eiek. i., ii. The Apostle sees the vision of the 
King upon His throne, in perfect unsullied brightness, the rain< 
bow speaking of the covenant of mercy and peace, the twenty- 
four elders, the representatives of the Ancient and of the Christian 
Church, robed io white, emblem of the purity which has been 
bestowed upon them, with the golden crowns of wisdom and 
r^hteousness which they gain by the sight of Him who is 
perfectly wise and holy ; they sit as His assessors, each on his 
I throne, because He has conferred the right upon them. Light- 
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nings and thunderinES and voices from the Ihrone procldm un- 
ceasing warfare against all that is evil, but the seven Inmpa of 
fire, the manifestation of the Holy Spirit, sae light -and -life 
givii^. The great sea of glass, crystallised into eternal peace, 
■howB forlh the glory of God reflected in His creatures. The 
four living crealaies idealise the powers worshipped by the 
heathens, themselves now the worshippers (Ps. xcvii, 7}, the 
Assyrian lion, the Hindoo and Egyptian calf, the Greek ideal 
man, the Roman eagle. They aie furnished with wings which 
raise them up to adoration, instead of grovelling in the sins of 
the earth; their eyes give them sight not only of the glory 
around them, but of their true nature within ; and, as they rise, 
their adoration knows no rest ; all ti^ther join in the grand aang 
of praise. 

The Book of the History of the Future, ''^en St. John 
sees the Book of History in the right hand of the Eternal ; it is 
closely sealed. Mankind had always longed to open it ; a strong 
angel here is seen uttering the cry on their behalf. But though 
all tried, no created being was found able to break the seals, 
and the Apostle wept at their failure. Then came theassurance 
that the lion ofthe tribe of Judah should achieve the work, and 
this is immediately followed by the vision of the slain Lamb, 
who ii none other than the mighty Lion. Again the Man, the 
son of David, Power perfected in weakness and self-sacrifice, 
unconquerable Life triumphant through Death. He is in the very 
midst of the elders and living creatures, with the horns, symbol 
of Almighty power, and the eyes of Omniscience ; He takes the 
book, and immediately bursts forth the praise of the perlea 
Atonement, the redemption of the world. 
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The Breakini; of the Seals. He brealcs the fiist seal (vi. i) 
Amid all the manifold interpretations of the details, I can only 
here gire those which commecd themselves, after mncli slodjr, to 
my own judgment. The first vision is that of the ConqneioT, 
gmng forth in His might, Cbtisl the King, prepaticg to role over 
the successive visions thai follow. They are clearly not visions 
of scenei in chronological sequence; they represent facts and 
erents which are conslanlly appealing in the earth, which the 
Conqueror on the white hoise of the first seal is always coa- 
IroUing. The opening of the second seal reveals the vision of 
War ; of Ihe third Fitmint. We have several passages where 
Famine is indicated by the selling of bread by weight (Lev. 
xxvi. 16 ; Ezek. iv. 16, 17). And we note that the oil and the 
wine, the spiritual dainties which are reserved for the faithful, 
are preserved by Divine decree. The fourth is the vision of 
Dtath, and to each of the four sore judgments is committed a 
fourth put of mankind. 

Now comes ■ change. The next visions are spiritual rather 
than materialistic. Under the allar of burnt-offering is seen the 
souls of the martyrs, the faithful witnesses of the Old Testament. 
Their blood cries for justice, and the answer is Ihe gift to them of 
n while robe. It had not as yet been within their reach, but it 
ii BO now, because Christ has died, and they are raised to the 
level of His Church, It includes not only those who have been 
actually slain, but all who have borne testimony for truth. 
Christ's Church is a church of martyrdom, i.c,, of witness, His 
fjuthfiil live and die, bearing witness for Him. The sixth is the 
vision ii\ Judgr»tnt, History has had many such; as with the 
previoQS visions the King who goes forth to conquer has riled 
tirer them. They have so often seemed inscrutable inYaterifsr 
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as Che awful calamities that attended the overthrow of the 
Empire in the tifth centuiy, the Mohammedan conquests, the 
cruelties of the Inquisition and persecutions of the Waldcnses, 
the Thirty Years' War, the French Revolution. But the Lord 
litteth above the waterflood, and we ihall see at last how He 
has ever been mindful of His own. 

Before the opening of the seventh seal, the prophet sees a 
preceding vision. Angels stand at the four comers of the earth 
lo see that no calamity shall fall until the servants of God be 
sealed, and then the sealing takes place. First the faithful 
Jews are sealed (vii. 4-8), then those of the Gentile world. The 
Apostle loves his own nation as eagerly and passionately as he 
had ever done. And so the asstirance is given to him that in 
spite of the apostasy of his contemporaries the Lord is still mind- 
ful of His own, Twelve in each case is the number of com- 
pleteness, and the twelve is mullipUed by itself. St. John says 
he 'heard' the number. And then he goes on to say ' Behold a 
great multitude which no man caii number,' but He who 
holdeth the stars in His hand could ; and He told the number 
to the seer. One can hardly dwell on the magnificence and 
sublimity of these latter words without a fear of irreverence. 
They have cheered millions of hearts. In the first sense they 
describe the condition of the redeemed upon earth. They are 
sealed on earth ; they carry the palms as at the Feast of Taber- 
nacles J the life of God is their present possession ; Heaven shall 
be the perfect fruition. It is an ideal picture of the Church on 
earth, and eveiy congregation which worships here in earnest 
and truth is sharing that great song- The seventh seal is 
opened, and there is — St'letKf. Not a word. It signihes the 
e into the presence of God, of which as yet no man is 
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speak. St John pauses in silent awe ani 



The Tnimppts, Then a fresh 
a], and Ihe eenlial iden b the 
calamities which aie impending over the Jewish Church. Seven 
tnimpets are given to the seven angels that stand before God. 
The imagery is evidently token from the story of the Fall of 
Jericho. The ancient nation is reminded of what God did foe 
them of old. This is immediately followed by another similitnde 
taken from the Temple worship (3-5). The first spoke of God'i 
warfare against Israel's enemies, the second exhibits the same 
Dation praying for the continaed eihibiiion of God's righteous- 
ness, and these prayers are followed by awe-inspiring signs. 

Then the first trumpet sounds, and judgments tall upon the 
land like those which fell upon £^pt ; at the second they fall 
■pon the sea, and, by consequence, on the commerce of r 
at the third upon the rivers, upon the internal life and health of 
the popnlatinos ; and at the founh the heavens above are 
datkeoed. All so far seem to point to physical terrors which 
are working oat the judgments of God. Next we have an eagle 
[not angel as in the A.V.] in mid-heaven, whence his 
can be heard all around, declaring that fresh woes are impend- 
ing- It adds terror to the scene. 

The neit is (nil of wonder and mystery (ii. l-ia). The ! 
&lling from heaven, that which was created to give light passing I 
into darkness, represents the apostasy of the Jewish Chureb-f 
That fall profoundly aflected the whole religion of the world J 
and turned even the devotion of the heathens into Atheism ; 
the Latin poets bear terrible witness. To the angel was givefl 
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the key of the pit of Ihe abyss, and he revealed the horror and 
coiTuplion which ihe oulward aspects of the Pantheon worthip 
had hidden. Sopeistitioiis, swarming like loeasls, darkened itie 
sky, not hurting the works of nature but breeding hateful 
suspicions, tonncnting the consciences of men till they hated 
life itself. They were 'tike horses prepared for war,' always 
appearing ready, yet never ready in reality ; fearing where no 
feat was, excited, never effectaal ; 'crowned' with fantastic 
expectations of happiness which never came ; in a sensual 
pajadise with no tree of knowledge ; effeminate, yet fierce and 
bnital (S], tearing in pieces whatever righteousness and truth 
they meet, girl about with strong cruelty to resist God's 
lerranis, gathering together against them like chariots rushing 
to battle, and for all the crowns on their heads, only powerful 
lo sting and torment the consciences of men (9, 10). And all 
this because they confess B king. Destroyer, the enemy of the 
God of life and love. 

And still the horror deepens (13, 14). At the blast of the 
next trumpet ' the four angels which arc bound at the river 
Euphrates ' are loosened. The Euphrates represented the Babel 
kingdom, beyond all others to a Jew the type of ungodliness. 
Now the barrier which had separated them was annihilated ; 
the moral distinction was destroyed ; Jerusalem was become 
pari of the Babel society. The time for the annoanccmenl had 
been fixed by God (15}. And so the witness for righteousness 
seemed gone. The numbers and description of the evil powers 
let loose are clearly symbolical ( t6, 17), and there was no safety 
for any earthly thing from the violence of brute force (17. 18). 
The evil powers injure intellectually and physically (19). Chaos, 
terror, vice run rampant. 
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At [hit swful moment there flashes out an ossuiance of itj 
unchanging righteooEncKS and love of the Eternal. Before ttz 
sounding of the next tmmpet the seer beholds once more in Ik 
beauty the strong angel who holds the sealed book. The se^ 
is about to write, but is held back. There we mysteries in the 
Providences and Rulings of God which cannot as yet be un- 
veiled. He is above all ; and Eternity itself shall never exhaust 
the wonder and love of His people. And the angel goes on to 
declare that the time is near at hand for the fulfilment of the 
words of the ancient prophets, that there shall be no delay.' 

The next passage (x. S-ll) is parallel with Ezek. iii. 1-3, 
where [he roll which the prophet was commanded to eat was 
full of moomii^ and woe, foretellii^ the desolation of Jerusalem 
and its restoration. St. John now sees the book also telling of 
the late of the ancient city, and also of the new Jerusalem which 
is to rise out of it. There was a sweetness in the very conscious- 
ness of a revelation from God, and sorrow in knowing that 
judgment is to be declared against the city and temple that he 
loves. But he receives the assurance that the terrible calamity 
shall not be the end, he has further messages of God to deliver. 

Thf! Measurine of the Temple. The progress of events 
seems in suspense, Tor the seventh trumpet has not jet sounded 
when he is bidden to measure the Temple (xi.), but not the 
court surrounding it, for it is given to the Gentiles to trample 
down. The forty-two months, or 1160 days, is the period 
which elapsed between the outrages of Gessius Florns, which 
excited the Jews to madness and the destruction of the dty by 
Titus, a period of horrible misery and agony. It was so not 
1 This, Ihe Diarginal raidiRe in IhE R.V,, is cetiiinlr right. 
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oaiy in Jecosalem, but at Rome. The Capitol was bomt, and 
the vices of Vitetlius horriGed the world. But the Teiy com- 
mand to Si. John to measuce, interpreted aa it is by Ezek. xl. , 
was a promise that a. new and hoty city should supersede that 
which was falling. In fict, the rest of the book is the assurance 
of that new Temple of God. The 'two witnesses' (3) are 
evidently the counterpart of Joshua and Zerubbabei, the judge 
and priest, in 2^h. iii. and iv., the guardians of the temple 
against Satan at that crisis. They point to the Everlasting Lam 
of the righteous God, and the PrUslhecd, the living CommuniBn 
between Him and His creatures. They will deliver their 
testimony in the midst of the guiUj' and doomed city, but the 
beast of ungovemed lust and self-will will rise against them and 
slay them. The records of the Jewish historian vividly and 
terribly explain this. The city became like Sodom in Its un- 
governed lust, like Egypt, the land of darkness and cruelty (S). 
And so there, in the city which had once been the holy, now 
law and worship lay dead, and the heathen around in their 
contempt made merry, and mocked at the destruction of those 
who had rebaked tbeir sins. But it was only for a little while. 
When the world thought them dead the Divine voice called 
them to life, and eialled them in the presence of their enemies 
(12). Again history offers the explanation. The frightful con- 
fusion caused by the crimes of Nero and Vitellios was ended 
by Vespasian. A 'great fear' (11) fell upon the Roman world, 
which accepted a righteous and orderly government again, or, as 
the prophet puts it (13), did homage to the God of heaven. 
Thus the great earthquake in Rome was over, the fall of the Temple 
of Jerusalem almost imtnediately followed, Theseventh trumpet 
sounded, and on the catastrophe simultaneoualv the tNK>.'i»si.-i 
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Temple and its arlc are seen, the lightnings which shattered one 
Kvealed the other. And tfae hosts of heaven sing praise for the 
overthrow of tyranny and the preservation of the sajnts. 

The Vision of the Woman and the Dragon. "^^ '"'' 
chapter opens a new vision, and a very diflicult one to interpret. 
First, who is the glory-cliid woman ? I follow Dr. Milligan here 
in holding that she is ' Ihe peifecC emblem of light in its bright- 
ness and purity,' light from eleinity, uncreated. The opening 
verses run puallel with those of St. John's Gospel. There is in 
ndlher any account of the actual birth of our Lord. In both we 
are introduced to Him at once as the Light of the world. From 
the Created Light the Creatoi Ught is bom. The twelve stars 
indicate a connexion with the Church of all times, the twelve 
tribes, Apostles, gates. The sun, moon, stars all point to the 
first Creation of the Light (Gen. i. 16). The birth of the child 
is not limited to that of our Lord, but is in the first instance 
ideal. The Light was always shining in darkness, and the 
darkness overcame it not (Gosp. i. 5). The child was 'caught 
up to God,' i.e., preserved from destruction, when Moses was 
delivered from Pharaoh, and Christ from Herod. The great 
red, bloody dragon, with his seven heads, not of one creative 
mind, but going forth in different directions to spread death, 
and these heads covered with diadems,' stands before the woman 
to destroy her child. Thas did Pharoah, who is called a dragon 
in Fs. Ixxiv. 13, Ei:ek. xxix. 3. The trait of his ferocity in verse 
3 is taken from Dan. viiL la. The child is SDinmarily imagined 
as grown into s man (compare John xvi. 21), and His victory

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over all things evil is declAted (5^ The vision passes at once to 
the victory of lAe Man, ajid His Ascensioa into heaven (5). The 
flight of the Church (prefigured in I Kings ivii. 6, lii. 5: 
Matt. iv. 4) was in a marked way seen, when during the last 
days of Jerusalem, io (be ls6o days, the Mother Church fled 
from the city and for the time was lost. 

Such was the outer contest, now we are admitted 10 the 
interpretation of it, to the sight of the war in heaven. Michael 
is clearly our Lord Himself.

An important difference in the translation must be noted at 
the opening of chapter xiii. It should read, not ' I,' bul 'he,' 
i.^., the dragon, stood by the sand of the sea. To him rose a 
beast who is an impersonation of the Roman Empire. The 
dragon is the power of spiritual evil, and be calls up from the 
deep an earthly counterpart of himself. The establishmeot of 
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the Roman military despotism nearly synchronises with the I 
trirlh of Chnsl. At the outset the mild rule of Augustus seemed | 
to glorily it, hut it was an ungodly tyranny, »s the sequence '' 
of events almost immediately proved. After his death things i 
went &om bad lo worse. We may &Jrly identify the seven | 
heads with the emperors up to the lime of the viaon, and the 
len horns with the t^ons in the different provinces. On each I 
head was the name of ' Blasphemy.' For on every emperor 
was bestowed the name of 'God.' The beast was spotted 
with fine names, rested on wild passions, spoke through the 
soldiers, but was the servant of the dragon, of wickedness. One 
empeior after another was slain, but the world went on wor- 
shipping the beast {3, f). During the forty and two months he 
raged, and blasphemed the Church and saints of God (9). All 
who were not faithful servants of the Lord worshipped him. 

Then rose another beast, not with Rerce mien like the first, 
bat gentle to look on, but he spake like the dr^on ; Ihig was 
comipled religion, keeping up semblances of devotion, but 
really calling on men lo worship brute force, stamping them 
with its mark in body and soul. And the number of this beast J 
is six hundred and sixty-six, endless multiples of six, nevet I 
arriving at the Sabbath, never at rest. For there is no peace I 
to the wicked. I 

The Vision of the Son of Man as Judge- A vision of the 1 
Son of Man follows, first surroanded by His redeemed in their 
joy, then in His office as Judge (xiv.). We cannot separate one 
from the other. The earth is reaped, the clusters of the vine 
are gathered, all thii^s are brought into the judgment, that (he ' 
erj} Ibiiigs may he destroyed. The love of God must take Ibe

form or judgment till His will is fulfilled. In Ibe next chapter, 
while the terrible judgments are still in picgress, (he seer 
beholds the redeemed standing in a sea of mingled gloss and 
fiie, with nought to sustain them but the Almighty hand ; but 
it is enough, and they sing the song of victory. Some faithful 
ones have died in the world's turmoils, with their hopes unful- 
filled, but the word of comfort for them is also spoken (xiv. 13). 

The Vision of the Vials. The pouring out of the vials 
(xvi.) indicates the calamity, infamy and downfall of imperial 
Rome as the trumpet blasts did the Fall of Jerusalem. And in 
the midst of them the drying up of the Euphrates denotes that 
the separation of the far East from civilisation is to end, that as 
the Magi came to the in&nt Saviour, so shall the furthest 
monarchs come to confess their allegiance to the Lord. This 
was the work of the Divine Spirit, the bringing all the world to 
God. And immediately afterwards (I3] we have foul creatures, 
ministers of brutal lost and spiritual wickedness, addressing 
themselves to Roman generals and proconsuls to pervert them. 
But the Judge will come upon them like a thief, and the battle 
shall be at Har-Magedon, Valley of Megiddo. Megiddo was 
the great battle^eld of Palestine. This represents therefore the 
final battle between Good and Evil. 

We have had (itii.) the vision of the woman in her purity, the 
ideal Church of God all through the ages ; in the 17th chapter 
we have the contrast, the harlot ; humanity forgettit^ its unseen 
Lord and becoming a creature of sense. Babylon In the Old 
Testament was the type of the enemy of God, which built a 
tower to reach to heaven. Further, it was to the Jewish 
prophets the dty of oppression. The type and chuict«c ^^- 
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mMned nnchanged, though now the place was Ihe ^j-a*. ^ 
the West, the seat of Ihe ungodly empire. The vrai^:^^

Now we come to a passage (7-13) which passes from tW^ 
general truth to particular detail. Of the seven heads five a, ^^ 
fallen I Ihey were, Augustas, Tiberius, Caligula, Claudius/" 
Nero ; Galla, the sixth, wis now reigning. Otho was just about 
to follow. The eighth, who is coming, Vitellius, shall be as 
vile as any of them. The ten kings, who have no kingdom as 
yet, are the commanders of the legions. As a matter of fact, 
they proved themselves trae foltowers of the beast, and it was 
mainly through them that horeible anarchy followed. They 
persecuted the followeis of the Dunb, uid they turned theii 
forces against the beast 'until the wnids of God should be 
accomplished.' 

The Epic of the Overthrow of Babylon. The iSth 
chapter is an awful epic describing the overthrow of Babylon, 
not of the material city, but of the ui^odly spirit which had 
mled it i the overthrow of sin, the call of the faithful to be 
free of il. The destruction of Csesarism was the destruction of 
the Babel tyranny; and it is always thus; the battle is not 
ended yet ; the angel is still crying out the warning that the 
beast worship even in our own hearts must be destroyed ; there 
is no life, no rest, no abiding, but in the Lamb. 

12>e ipth chxpter is full of eclioes ot 5Mdg[tieiA,WLwiwi.^^>^ 
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ftom them comes the increasing song of the redeemed, the 
vision of the Lsiub's bride. We cannot separate them ; we 
need not try. It is the veiy state in which we ore living to-day, 
the unceasing warfare aE^inst sin, the certainty which faith gives 
of victory to those who sU'ive. The Son of God has claimed 
human nature for His wife ; she Is the servant of the heast no 
longer ; she has found her tiue Lord, and can see her glory in 
Him. The best and highest of creatures all testify to their 
obedience to the true King of men (id). And then in His 
Majesty the Son of Man appears. King of Kings, and Lord of 
Lords, and the chapter closes with a terrible, awful description 
of the Una} overthrow of the foul, bestial, ungodly kingdom 
which set itseif against the true God and Father of men. 

The Millennium. The MilUtmium, the binding of the 
dtagon for a thousand years, is the subject of the 30th chapter. 
The Lamb has vindicated His right to ('tis dominion to the 
world. We are not told anything about any temporal felicity, 
freedom from pain or temptation ; the battle is still going on, 
but the reign of Christ is acknowledged not by a few here or 
there, but by the civilised world. Under the influence of that 
belief the world will acqtiire new life, new strength and capacity. 
The visible reign of Christ on the earth will have b^un. The 
martyrs for the faith will, when they are no more seen upon 
earth, exercise a mightier iotjuence than they have ever done 
before, will have better, holier worl: committed to them. The 
rest of the dead have no such reward prepared for them, they 
-cannot live again till the thousand years are ended. 

There have been times when the devil has apparently been let 
loose, times of awful calamity. Such was the time of ihe in- 
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vssion of Europe by the fierce Huns, and such were the horrors 
of anarchy in particalar countries. But the bordeta of the holy 
city extend themselves, and the power of the King of Kings 
reaches forth, and again the power of Ihe cross overthrows 
the power of the sword. All this prepares us for the vision 
of the great white throne (kx. ii) and the coining of the 
Judge- In the vision of Him and His transcendent glory 
heaven and earth themselves disapp>ear. For the time all is 
lost in that perfect light. And yet it is that perfect light which 
makes all things clear, brings the dead themselvies to life. And 
life conquers. Death and hell are cast into the lake of fire 
because the Lord of life has done His work, and the Gtem^ 
love is all in all. 

The Vision of the Holy City. The vision of the King upon 
His throne has put every other object out of sight for a while, 
but soon the same pure and perfect glory brings everything into 
full manifestation ; and so as the old Jerusalem has vanished the 
new appears, the City of God, the Catholic Church. God has 
come down from heaven and taken np His abode with men, the 
Alpha and the Omega. He will be their Comforter in sorrow : 
in His presence all shall be made new. It shall be a blessedne* 
to the earth that all the wicked, all the evil thin^ shall be Cf 
into the fierce fire of purification, agony unspeakable but 
despair, because God rules over iL The angels who werp 
ministers of wrath appear again— and for what? To sho 
beauty and glory of the Bride of Cbrist (iij.

'wall great and high' protects us (12). In our poverty and help- 
lessness we receive the assurance of angel watchers and fellow- 
ship with the ChuTch from the beginning of the world.

And when we look at the 
world about us, at the Church about us, s.nd are terrified at the 
sight of abounding iniquity, so as almost to doubt whether the 
Chnrch is divine after all, comes the news that it is not man's 
Church but God's, that as He looks upon it it is all built of pure 
gold and Stones most precious. The variety of them teaches us 
the richness and value of the manifold gifts of God to men. All 
the amazing richness of oatnral objects is a standing witness of 
the infinite love which has produced such prodigality of beauty, 
even so it is with spiritual things and the richness and beauty of 
the world of grace (l8-3a). 

There is not, as in old Jerusalem, a centre of visible unity, for 
God Himself and the Lamb give us perfect unity. We have 
oni unity, our b^inning. our ending in union with them (22), 
As truly as the sun and moon give light to the visible earth, so 
truly is the Lamb, God Incarnate, our light. He is perfect light and 
in Him is no darkness at all (23). And the light will grow ; the 
nations will be converted and will enter in (24), nothing shall 
hinder, for [he gates are always open (25), there is no night there, 
because evil things are shutout (27). The river whidi. ■««&«»&. 
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The Spirit, the inward voice to each man, and the Bride, the 
visible Church, say *Come.' Even the weakest and most 
ignorant, if he heareth, will join in the Divine invitation ; he 
that is athirst is welcome, whosoever will may drink of the 
water of life freely. 

And then comes the warning and exhortation to us every one. 
We have constantly to call upon God to teach us all His truth, 
to preserve us from falsehoods of our own imagining. If we do 
so the last words will daily grow in their comfort and help to us. 
As He says, ' Behold I come quickly,' we shall respond with a 
fervent Amen.

There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw 

23 water : Jesus eaith unto her. Give me to drink : (for 

his disciples were gone away unto the city to buy 

meat.) Then saith the woman of Samaria unttt 

him. How h it that thou, being a Jew, askest drink 



of me, which am a woman of Samaria i for the Jews 2 

have no dealings with the Samaritans. 

Jeaus anewered and said unto her. If thou Itoei 
ihe gift of God, and who it is that saith to thee, i 
Give me to drink ; thou wouldest have asked of him, ; 
and he would have given thee living water. The 
woman saith unto him. Sir, thou hast nothing to 
draw with, and the well is deep: from whence then 
hast thou that living water ? Art thou greater than 
our father Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank '= 
thereof himself, and his children, and his cattle i 

Jesus answered and said unto her. Whosoever 
drinketh of this water shall thirst again: but who- 
soever drinketh of the water that I shall give him 
shall never thirst ; but the water that I shall give is 
him shall be in him a well of water springing up into 
everlasting life. 

The woman saith unto him, Sir, give me this 
water, that I thirst not, neither come hither to draw. 
Jesus saith unto her. Go, call thy buaband, and come *= 
hither. The woman answered and said, I have no 
husband. Jesus said unto her, Thou hast well said, 
I have no husband : for thou bast had live husbands ; 
aod be whom thou now hast is not thy husband : in 
that saidst thou truly. >; 

The woman saith unto him. Sir, I perceive that 
thou art a prophet. Our fathers worshipped in this 

jntain ; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the place 

•re men ought to worship. 
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"it Scene Jcbub saith unto her. Woman, beliei 
r Jacob's hour cometh, when ye shall neither in thi 

Well not yet at Jerusalem, worship the Father. Ye wor- 
ship ye know not what : we kaow what we worship: 
5 for BalvatioD is of the Jewe. But the hour cometh, 
and aow w, when the true worshippers shall worship 
the Fathei in epirit and in truth: for the Father 
seeketh such to worship him. God is a Spirit ; and 

Ithey that worship him must worship htm in spirit and 
lo in truth. The woman saith unto him, I kaow that 
Messias cometh, which is called Christ : when he is 
come, he will tell us all things, Jesus saith unto 
her, I that speak unto thee am he. 
And upon this came his disciples, and marvelled 
>s that he talked with the woman : yet no man said. 
What seekest thou ? or. Why talkest thou with her ? 
The woman then left her waterpot, and went her 
way into the city, and saith to the men. Come, see a 
inaa, which told me all things that ever I did : is 
so not this the Christ I Then they went out of the 
city, and came unto him. 

Id the mean while his disciples prayed him, saying, 
Master, eat. But he said unto them, I have meal to 
eat that, ye know not of. Therefore said the disciples 
»i one to another, Hath any man brought him aught to 
eat } Jesus saith unto them. My meat is lo do the 
will of" him that sent me, and to finish his work. Say 
■oc/ y^9 There are yet four months, and then cometh 
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harvest ? behold, 1 say unto you, Lift up your eyes, Sal-uatim 
nxA look on the fields ; for they are white already Kafor ihe 
harvest. And he that reapeth receiveth wages, and Satnarila 
gathereth fruit unto life eternal : that both he that 
soweth and he that reapeth may rejoice together, s 
And herein is that eaying true, One soweti, and 
another reapeth. I eent you to reap thai whereon 
ye bestowed no labour ; other men laboured, and ye 
are entered into their labours.

And many of die Samaritans of that city believed to 
an him for the saying of the woman, which testified. 
He told me all that ever I did. So when the 
Samaritans were come unto him, tbey besought him 
that he would tarry with them : and he abode there 

And many more believed because of his own word ; 
and said unto the woman, Now we believe, not 
because of thy saying : for we have heard him our-

Now after two days he departed thence, and went 
into Galilee. For Jesus himself testified, that 3 
prophet hath no honour in his own country.

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ffealiTig So Jesus came again into Cana of Galilee, where 

And there was a certain 

man'i Son nobleman, whose son was sick at Capernaum, When 

he heard that Jesus was come out of Judasa into 

5 Galilee, be went unto him, and besought him that he 

would come down, and heal his son : for he was at 

the point of death. Then said Jesus unto him, 

I Except ye see signs and wonders, ye will not believe. 
The noblcraaa saith unto him, Sir, come down ere 
JO my child die. Jesus saith unto him, Go thy way ; 
thy Bon liTeth. And the man believed the word that 
Jesus had spoken unto him, and he went his way. 
And as he was now going down, his servants met 
him, and told him, saying. Thy son liveth. Then 
IS inquired he of them the hour when he began to amend. 
And they said unto him. Yesterday at the seventh 
honr the fever left him. So the father knew that ii 
•atat at the same hour, in the which Jesus said unto 
him. Thy son liveth : and himself believed, and his 
m whole house. 
This it again the second miracle thai Jesus did, 
when he was come out of Jud:ea into Galilee.

I * After this there was a feast of the Jews ; and 

Jesus went up to Jerusalem. I 

ij Now there is at Jerusalem by the sheep martel a 

pool, which is called in the Hebrew tongue Bethesda, 

having five porches. In these lay a great multitude 

of impotent folk, of blind, halt, withered, waiting for 
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the moving of the water. For an angel went down Mca/mg-id 
at a certain season into the pool, and troubled the tie Pool \ 
water : whosoever then first after the troubling of the Bethsda I 
water stepped in was made whole of whatsoever 
disease he had. s 

And a certain man was there, which had an in- 
firmity thirty and eight years. When Jesus saw him 
lie, and knew that he had been now a long time /n 
that coit, he saith unto him. Wilt thou be made whole ? 
The impotent man answered him, Sir, I have no man, 10 
when the water te troubled, to put me into the pool ; 
but while I am coming, another ateppeth down before 
me. Jesus saith unto him. Rise, take up thy bed, 
and walk. And immediately the man was made 
whole, and took up hie bed, and walked : 15 

And on the same day was the sabbath. The Jews 
therefore said unto him that was cured. It is the 
sabbath day ; it is not lawfiil for thee to carry thy bed. 
He answered them, He that made me whole, the 
same said unto me. Take up ihy bed, and walk, lo 
Then asked they him. What man is that which said 
unto thee. Take up thy bed, and walk ? And he that 
was healed wist not who it was : for Jesus bad con- 
veyed himself away, a multitude being in that place. 

Afterward Jesus findeth him in the temple, and =5 
said unto him. Behold, thou art made whole ; sic 
no more, lest a worse thing come unto thee. The 
man departed, and told the Jews that it was Jesus, 
which had made him whole. And therefote dvi^ts. 
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Jealouiy Jews perBecate Jesus, and sought to slay him, be- 
of ihr c3.-af,e he had done these things on the sabbath day. 
Jeiui But Jesus answered them. My Father worketh 
hitherto, and I work. 
s Therefore the Jews sought the more to kill him, 
because he not only had broken the sabbath, but said 
also that God was his Father, making himself equal 
with God. 

Then answered Jesus and said unto them, Verily, 
10 verily, I say unto you. The Son can do nothing of 
himself, but what he seeth the Father do : for what 
things soever he doeth, these also doeth the Son like- 
wise. For the Father loveth the Son, and showeth 
him all things that himself doeth : and he will shew 
's him greater works than these, that ye may marvel. 
For as the Father raiseth up the dead, and quickeneth 
them ; even so the Son quickeneth whom he will. 
For the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed 
all judgment unto the Son : that all men should honour 
» the Son, even as they honour the Father. He that 
honoureth not the Son honoureth not the Father 
which hath sent him. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that heareth my 
word, and believeth on him that sent me, hath ever- 
a5 lasting life, and shall not come into condemnation ; 
but is passed from death unto life. Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, The hour is coming, and now is, when 
the dead shall hear the voice of the Son of God : and 
they that hesr shall live. Foe as the Father hath life 
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himself; bo hath he given to the Son to have life Chriit'i-m 
in himaelf ; and hath given him authority to execule ff^ltuite^ 
judgment also, becauEc he is the Son of man. Marvel to H'u , 
not at this : for the hour is coming, la the which all IFort i 
that are in the graves shall hear his voice, and shall s 
come forth ; they that have done good, unto the 
resurrection of life ; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation. 

I can of mine own self do nothing ; as I hear, I 
judge : and my judgment is just ; because I seek not lo 
mine own will, but the will of the Father which hath 

If I bear witness of myself, my witness Js not triie. 
There is another that beareth witness of me ; and I 
know that the witness which he wttnesseth of me is ij 
true. Ye sent unto John, and he bare witness unto 
the truth. But I recdve not testimony from nan; 
but these things I say, that ye might be saved. He 
was a burning and a shining light : and ye were willing 
for 3 season to rejoice in his light. But I have m 
greater witness than that of John : for the works 
which the Father hath given me to 6nish, the same 
works that I do, bear witness of me, that the Father 
hath sent me.

year, for lo slay the third part of men. And the 
number of the army of the horsemen tvere two 
hundred thousand thousand : and I heard the number 
of them. And thus I saw the horses in the vision, 
sod them that eat on them, having breastptaiea of 
fire, and of jacinth, and brimstone : and the heads of 
the horses tvire as the heads of lions ; and out of 
their moutha issued fire and smoke and brimstone.

p. 3, 1. 6. The best MSS, read ' Bethany ' instead of ' Eetha- 
baia.' It was neai Galilee, but the exact site has not been 
discovered. The conversation must have taken place soon after 
our Lord's temptation. 

p. 4, 1. iS. Nathanacl has been by all commentators identified 
with ^rtholomew, who is continually found with Philip in the 
other Gospels. The latter name is the patronymic, Nathanael 
(^'God's gift'] is a conferred name. It only occurs in [his 

p, 5, 1. J4. Our Lord's mother had already received the 
assurance of His Messiahship, and therefore tinew that His 
power must ofnecessity be as great as that of Elijah or Elisha 
(] Kings xvii. 4 ; 2 Kir^gs iv. 6). 

p. 5, 1. 16. Men in general have to seiie opportunities. 
'Mine hour,' says Jesus, follows an unchanging law, namely, 
My Father's will. 

p. 7, 1. 13. Nicodemus, another character only found in this 
Gospel (vii. 50, xii. 30I. 

p. 18,1. 15. The lake is only called by this name in St. John. 
Tiberias was a city built by Herod the Tetrarch, and named 
afler the Emperor. It is now the only town existing on the 
lake. St. John's use of the name shows that it Was in his time 
superseding the older title of Lake of Galilee. 

p. 28, 1. 17. The words 'as though he heard them not'are 
not in the oldest MSS. They are a gloss of some editor who 
offered this explanation of the action. We cannot be sure of 
its meaning, tint it may be that the writing on the slone was 
intended to remind them of the divine origin of the Law, and

p. 33, 1. 2. The doctrine of the tiansmigcittion of souls was 
curreiH amoi^ some Jewish sects ; the Disciples' qacstion may 
have had reference to this, 

p. 36, 1. 10. Several travellers have noted that, from the spot 
where our Saviour was standing, it is a daily occmrence to see 
the shepherds preceding their flocks up the Moont of Oliv^ 
and this may have suggested the Hmilitude now. 

p. 3S, I. 5. Solomon's porch, or cloister, has been generallj 
Identified with a covered way on the east side of the Temple 
Conrt, which was so called fiecausc It was pari of the original 
building which escaped the Babylonian destruciion. But others 
think it was the immense crypt leading up from Solomon's 
palace to the Temple (l Kings x. 5), which is still eiisting. 

p. 39, 1. 9, Probably northern Bethan;^ (i. aS). Here, then, 
■we have a partial breaik in the public ministry. He left at Ihe 
Feast ofthe Dedication (December), went to Bethany of Judiat 
(time Dncertain) for the raising of Lazarus, and then retired lo 
Ephraim, in the wilderness of Judsea, to appear at Jerusalem for 
the Great Final Scene. 

p. 43, 1. 6. Caiflphas is the SjTriac name for Cephas. 
His proper name was Joseph ; it i^ a striking coincidence 
Ihat he and the great Christian Apostle should bear the 
same second name. Hts fear was one shared by most 
of the Jews r)f the day. The Roman power was steadily 
encroaching on their liberties. Their King Archelaus had been 
deposed, and a Roman procnralor was holding his place, and 
the tower of Antonia dominated the Temple area. 'Our place' 
means our standing among the other people. The Romans had 
not interfered with their Legal Observances, the Temple Worship 
still went on. But Caiaphas r^htly saw that Christ was striking 
at the hoUowness of their wor^ip and striving to establish the 
real spitttual principles on which it was based.
